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Treasures Troves of Trash: 

The Quirky Side of SEMASS

When you're in the business of trash, there are 
certain things you can expect to encounter on a daily basis 
- a steady, almost constant stream of incoming rubbish, 
the ubiquitous stench of garbage, rats, an ample supply 
of earplugs, and the formidable ambience of millions of 
mechanical parts enclosed in metal that are designed to 
haul, grind, shred, and incinerate. At least it is so when 
you're working at your SEMASS, Covanta's solid waste to 
energy plant in Rochester. 

Over at SEMASS, 3,000 tons of waste from Cape 
Cod, the southeastern part of the state, and greater Boston 
are processed daily and burned to generate 25 percent of 
the renewable electricity in Massachusetts and enough to 
power 75,000 homes. It's where your trash is a renewable 
treasure - energy. But sometimes that trash yields a 
treasure of an entirely different kind. 

If it has been brought into our existence, 
eventually you and I will throw it away. After that, we 
won't think much about it anymore, unless of course that 
thing you threw away was a diamond ring and you didn't 
throw it away on purpose. 

It happens, says SEMASS Community Outreach 
Manager Patti Howard, but often the item is considered 
lost forever. Except that one time she can recall when 
someone called SEMASS to report the missing ring. With 
a location of origin and a description of the trash bag, that 
ring was miraculously found. 

"That ring was the needle and this place was 
literally the haystack, but they found it," said Howard. 

SEMASS is crammed with quirky, seemingly 
unimportant trivia. And although it won't reduce carbon 
emissions, some might argue that this stuff is just as 
interesting as waste-to-energy production. 

As trash is taken in at SEMASS, it travels through

a number of different levels of sorting - blowers separate 
the paper from the plastic, and magnets grab a hold of all 
metals and pull them out. 

All sorts of metallic bits and bobs are processed 
and removed from the waste stream. SEMASS even has 
an eclectic collection of mixed items on display in its main 
administrative building, which immediately grabbed 
our attention during a recent tour of the facility back in 
December. 

Medallions, buttons, fancy-shmancy hair pins, 
chains, keys, lockets, trinkets, religious and non-religious 
bric-a-brac, police badges, thimbles, jewelry, and coins. 

Yes, coins - as in money - both American and 
foreign, lots and lots of coins. 

According to Howard, during the first few years 
at SEMASS the facility was collecting close to $500 a day 
in coins that people have thrown in the trash. Money that 
people literally have thrown away. These days the facility 
still collects anywhere from $100-$200 in coins every day. 
(Which is more than I collect from my job every day.) 
Howard said Covanta has, in the past, donated the money

For today, I leave you to ponder a few of 
the wonderful ways SEMASS transforms our waste for 
our benefit, not to mention our entertainment. But in 
the meantime, might we suggest ceasing the practice of 
throwing money into the trash?

Carefully pulling the clues out of the image displayed, 
Sanford explained the details - this was an iterant painter with 
no formal training and few tools at his immediate disposal. 
Contrasted against portraits being produced in Europe with its 
centuries of artistic achievement, one could easily see that this 
portrait, while not hastily executed, was not expertly crafted. 
Sanford said this style of painting carried the not-too-pleasant 
title of "'primitive" or "folk art." The portrait lacked depth, 
appeared cartoonish, and maintained none of the tricks artists 
came to understand as necessary in drawing a viewer into the 
image. 

As Sanford focused for several minutes on Tiffen's 
painting, she was preparing her audience for all that was to 
follow. This was profoundly demonstrated when she contrasted 
the Tiffen portrait against the one done of Paul Revere 
some years later. The famous Copley rendering of Revere is 
everything the Tiffen portrait is not - painted by a trained artist 
whose command of the art form immediately is without doubt, 
for here was a near-lifelike face. 

By spending sufficient time establishing the difference 
between the untrained and the trained artist, Sanford granted 
the viewer professional insights in the craft itself. She then 
enhanced that appreciation by adding in perspective. 

Introducing the artist Albert Bierstadt, Sanford 
explained the artist's trick of using light and lines and the 
position of the horizon itself to give the eye and the mind a 
perspective intentioned by the artist. The finely crafted sweeping 
vistas created by Bierstadt of the American West as seen by 
Lewis and Clarke gave an early American's sense of the majesty 
of the country most would never see for themselves. Sanford 
told the group how perspective gave the image its nearly three- 
dimensional treatment. 

Sanford was like a piped piper whose tune drew the 
viewer along a journey towards discovery from the earliest 
paintings done on American soil to the twentieth century 
modern and contemporary art of today. From Remington to 
Mary Cassatt, from Winslow Homer to Jackson Pollock, Sanford 
left no painter or their unique talents unexplored. 

Sanford also credits American artists for bringing 
contemporary art as well as abstract expressionism to the level 
of high art, away from the heretofore presence of Europe as the 
art capital of the world. 

A full hour of learning and entertainment was enjoyed 
as Sanford shared her knowledge of the art world in her clear 
and expertly presented style.

Developer Sues Over Solar Farm Denial

The developer of a proposed solar farm has filed 
a lawsuit against the Marion Planning Board for what it 
considers an ''improper denial." 

Solar developer ZPT Energy Solutions LLC filed 
a complaint with the Land Court on December 28 after 
the Planning Board denied the special permit request to 
construct a 21+-acre solar farm at 78 Wareham Street. ZPT 
is asking that the Court overturn the Planning Board's 
decision and order the board to grant the special permit, 
alleging that the board's interpretation of its own bylaw 
unreasonably restricts solar energy projects. 

Within the denial decision finalized on December 
10, the board classified the clearing of about 18 acres of 
forest "large-scale" clear cutting. ZPT's argument was 
that the Town's solar bylaw failed to define "large-scale," 
and that the clear-cutting of roughly 86 percent of the 
proposed solar array field site was not large-scale. 

The vote to adopt the language was 5-2, with 
board members Eileen Marum and Chris Collings 
dissenting, while also lamenting the denial of the special 
permit. 

"There's no way to quantify 'large-scale,'" Marum 
argued. "We don't have anything that quantifies that." 

Despite their dissenting votes, Marum and

Pickles, and former Carver health agent Robert Tinkham 
Jr., were back in court on January 14 with a request for 
dismissal of the nine fraud-related counts that allege the 
three conspired together to defraud the regional trash 
district of over $838,000 over five years. 

Pickles was fired in January 2018 from the 
position he held since the inception of the Carver, Marion, 
Wareham Regional Refuse Disposal District back in 1972. 

The Brockton Plymouth County Superior Court 
Judge Robert Cosgrove presided over the case that was 
moved to the Brockton location from the Plymouth court 
location back on November 23, 2018. Court documents 
indicate that Judge Cosgrove has heard the matter and 
has taken it under advisement and must issue a decision 
within 30 days. 

Tinkham who individually and under his 
business 33-35 Wareham Street, LLC was also named a 
defendant, filed for dismissal back on November 7, citing 
the district's failure to effectively state a claim against 
him. The district filed a motion of opposition to Tinkham's 
motion to dismiss, as well as to Bondi-Pickles' subsequent 
November 26 motion to dismiss, which included a 
dismissal of the civil complaints against Bondi-Pickles 
as owner and president of Moss Hollow Management 
Corporation, the now defunct consulting business under 
which Pickles had been doing business as executive 
director. 

Under Moss Hollow Management Corporation, 
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listed under Bondi-Pickles, Pickles paid himself an 
additional $281,909 between July 1, 2012 and January 
2018, in addition to his salary. 

Tinkham, who was assigned to perform 
inspections of the Carver landfill that was under Pickles' 
management, is accused of conspiring with Pickles "to 
personally convert more than $262,000.00 of the District's 
funds for his own personal use from 2010-2018," as stated 
in the original compliant. 

The complaint alleges that Pickles, who is the 
former town administrator of Marion and remains 
Marion's current town clerk, withdrew more than 
$295,548.00 of the district's funds for his own personal 
use, including $113,321 in unauthorized checks, more

Selectmen Allow 40R Application to Advance 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

The Rochester Board of Selectmen on January 14 
approved allowing developer Steen Realty Development 
Corp to take the preliminary steps in the state permitting 
process to build 208 units on Cranberry Flighway a 
project known as a 40R affordable housing development. 

After a well-attended public forum on the 
proposed development earlier in January selectmen 
and the Planning Board continue to keep residents 
updated and informed on the impacts of the 40R and the 
benefits of supporting the plan's advancement. Rather 
than opposing the chance to fulfill the state's required 
10 percent affordable housing minimum, the selectmen 
hope to advance in a way that would allow the town to 
work cooperatively with developer Ken Steen towards 
a mutually agreeable project as opposed to keeping 
Rochester vulnerable to a potential 40B development that 
could circumvent local zoning and building regulations. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey recommended that the 
board vote to allow Steen to begin the state permitting 
process with an application for preliminary determination 
of eligibility for 40R zoning with the Massachusetts 
Department of FFousing and Community Development, 
which by no means grants final approval for the project to 
proceed. 

"The final say is on the Town Meeting floor," 
Bailey said, as residents will be asked to adopt special 
zoning to create a "smart growth overlay district" 
to accommodate the high-density residential 40R 
construction. 

"It all needs to start at this point," Board of 
Selectmen Chairman Greenwood "Woody" FFartley said.

Some residents are still wondering if the Town 
could say no to the 40R, as one resident asked that night, 
and of course, Bailey stated, it could. If Town Meeting 
denied the smart growth zoning article, then the 40R 
project would "'go away," he said. 

"But it wouldn't prevent the developer from 
coming back with a 40B," Bailey said. A 40B would mean 
the project would receive a "blanket waiver," meaning 
the developer would only have to comply with the 
state's regulations. "And since we're under 10 percent 
[affordable housing], they're going to get approved by the 
state anyway," Bailey said. 

Rochester currently has just 0.4 percent affordable 
housing. The 40R would put the town just above the 10

percent requirement. 

As Bailey pointed out, the Town of Marion fought 
for years to prevent Steen from developing the Marion 
Village Estates 40B, ''And it ended up pretty much the 
way it was proposed in the beginning," said Bailey. "The 
40R is a joint process where the Town retains its say in Site 
Plan [Review] ... but there's also financial benefits." 

To cover the added cost an increase in population 
would make on demands for municipal services and 
education, Rochester could see funding in the ballpark 
of about $1 million in one-time payments, along with the 
increased revenue from excise and property taxes. 

According to Hartley the property slated for 
development has been on the market for seven years.

Property owner A.D. Makepeace has stated that it has 
already turned away four 40B proposals for the site, 
preferring instead to support a project that would provide 
relative benefits to Rochester. 

With the board's affirmative vote that night, 

Bailey pointed out that once the permitting process is 
underway Steen will create a website specifically for the 
project that will share details and progression as well 
as a timeline, and links will be provided on the Town's 
website. 

Also during the meeting, the board reconvened 
the nuisance dog hearing for Liberal Teixeira of North 
Street that was continued from November 17, and 
considered two options Bailey prepared to address the 
most recent violations of a past order and the latest 
complaints lodged by Teixeira's neighbors. 

A prior order restricted Teixeira from keeping 
more than three dogs on the property at any time, and 
revoked the kennel license for his dog breeding business. 
Neighbors enjoyed the peace of nearly three years without 
the alleged incessant dogs barking, until this summer 
when the barking resumed and neighbors reported more 
than three dogs and a litter of puppies running free on the 
property Animal Control was called on more than one 
occasion, resulting in the latest nuisance dog hearing. 

"Based on the policies and the findings," said 
Hartley "what I took into consideration was the history 
of this property and the orders the prior boards have 
issued." 

The board considered one option prohibiting any 
dogs on the property (Teixeira currently has three dogs 
licensed to the home), and a second option reiterating the 
three dog maximum while including orders to keep all 
three dogs on a leash and supervised at all times when 
outdoors, keep the dogs in the house or in an enclosed 
kennel according to specifications, and to submit to at 
least three animal control officer inspections annually to 
ensure compliance. 

"I do understand there are ways for anyone to get 
around anything, but that struck me as the best step for 
now," said Hartley urging the ACO to closely monitor the 
property ''Any violation will result in an order banning 
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all dogs from being kept at the property." 

"I think this is as firm as we can be at this time," 
said Selectman Brad Morse. "Having a lot of history on 
this one myself for probably eight years now ... with this 
party, so let's go for this and ask the neighbors that if they 
have complaints to make sure they notify us." 

"Looks like a reasonable order," said Selectman 
Paul Ciaburri. "We'll go from here." 

In other matters, residents will have noticed by 
now the presence of pink plastic bags that have been 
provided by Simple Recycling. Residents can leave these 
bags filled with used clothing, shoes, and small household 
items or electronics curbside on their designated recycling 
day. Hartley encouraged residents to utilize this free 
service, which in return pays the Town $20 per ton of 
"soft" recyclable materials collected. 

This is money in your pocket," Hartley said. "The 
recycle bin is money out of your pocket. It's better than 
paying hundreds of dollars per ton." 

"They'll give you as many bags as you need," 
Szyndlar said. 

Instructions were given along with the bags and 
further information is printed on the side of the bags as 
well. 

The board appointed Kevin Thompson and Lena 
Bourque to the Conservation Commission after officially 
accepting the resignation of longtime commission 
member Laurene Gerrior.

Capital Project Faces Potential 
$1 Million Shortfall 

Marion Board of Selectmen

The Marion Board of Selectmen on January 15 
endured the grunt work of preparing the numbers for a 
slew of proposed large-scale capital improvement projects 
to bring before the Capital Improvement Planning 
Committee on Thursday night ahead of Town Meeting. 

Representatives from CDM Smith, the Town's 
engineering firm that holds the contract for designing 
and overseeing all of these items pertaining to road 
infrastructure and wastewater treatment, guided the 
board through the minutia of projected and revised 
details and cost totals, all while the board contemplated 
breaking down some of the phases of work into smaller 
"bite-sized" jobs - in other words, work the Town could 
prioritize and still afford to fund. 

We have a lot of these projects pending," said 
Selectman Jon Waterman. "As we talk about dollar 
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amounts, we also have to discuss ways of paying for 
them," whether it be through an override, included in the 
budget, or some other financing plan. 

Topping the agenda for the special phone 
conference call were Phase lb and Phase 4 of the Village 
Capital Improvement Plan, which includes drainage, 
sidewalk repairs, and roadwork. 

Chapter 90 funds from the state totaling $1 
million will fund the $65,000 Pavement Improvement Plan 
and the $200,000-$300,000 Creek Road reconstruction, 
allocations that won't require Town Meeting approval, 
but that money is expected to dwindle faster than it can 
be restored. 

Waterman remained true to his desire to 
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somehow move Phase 4 ahead in the schedule, but now 
instead of putting it before Phase lb. Waterman wonders 
if some aspects of the two phases can run simultaneously 
in order to take advantage of the Commonwealth's 
$400,000 Complete Street grant to help cover the cost of 
aspects of Phase 4, an opportunity that only allows one 
year for completion. 

"That is something that we don't want to lose," 
Waterman said. But what concerns him, he said, is 
the state of the village sidewalks in comparison to the 
sidewalks on Spring Street, pitting Phase lb against Phase 
4, respectively. 

"Simultaneous might be too much for us to 
take on and too much disruption in the village," said 
Waterman. And with a price tag of $5 million, "That's 
probably not gonna happen," Selectmen Chairman Norm 
Hills told him. 

But as Finance Director Judy Mooney pointed out, 
the cost of the $5 million projects should be broken up. 

"Because you've got sewer in it, you've got roads 
in it, and possibly water," said Mooney. "You can't lump 
it all into a $5 million project because some of it's going to 
affect the sewer rates; some of them are going to affect the 
tax rates ... 

"You need to delve into the numbers because 
when we first started talking about this," Mooney 
continued, "some of it came out of ... [grants], but then 
we also had to separate it out," putting expenses into their 


proper departments - sewer, water, and the balance that 
would come out of tax revenue. 

But, clearly, as Mooney pointed out, a debt 
exclusion will be likely, which requires Town Meeting 
approval and a subsequent ballot question vote. 

"How hard is this to re-look at it... and see if we 
can juggle some of the parts of this project?" asked Hills. 

"If the priority is just that (sidewalk) section 
of Front Street from Main to the Music Hall, then you 
could potentially pull that out," said CDM's Mike 
Guidice, just before Hills conceded that the group likely 
would not solve the entire equation during the phone 
call. Still, as Hills put it, the "driving force" behind 
the phone conference is the Thursday meeting during 
which Dawson will present the request to the Capital 
Improvement Planning Committee. 

The board considered that the Town wouldn't 
have to complete all the projects in Phase lb, but 
instead add certain parts to Phase 4. "Meanwhile," Hills 
wondered, "how do we make these bite-sized?" 

"Phase 4 is but a name," Dawson said. "What's 
going to be important is how you're going to take it to 
Town Meeting." 

But that is a matter for next year, as the board 
won't have to ask Town Meeting for millions of dollars 
until next year when construction would begin. This 
year. Town Meeting will be asked to fund the remaining 
engineering, like the $457,000 design engineering for

As for the wastewater treatment plant upgrades 
and lining of lagoon 1, CDM presented the board with 
some significant shortfalls in the financing of the project 
to the tune of $1,135,000. 

According to CDM Smith, the lagoon lining 
contract is out for bid, but the engineering firm is 
concerned about changes in budget estimates, including 
those for the miscellaneous treatment plant upgrades 
slated for this year and already approved by Town 
Meeting. Once bids close on January 31, the board should 
have a better understanding of the ultimate cost of the 
project. 

CDM Smith also estimates another $80,000 for 
support and litigation, as the Town is still the defendant 
in an ongoing lawsuit launched by the Buzzards Bay 
Coalition related to groundwater pollution from the 
wastewater treatment plant. 

In conclusion, the board understands that next 
year Town Meeting voters will likely be asked to approve 
roughly $3 million for the aforementioned phases of the 
infrastructure plan. 

''We don't want to go to the voters at Town 
Meeting looking for $3 million all at once," said Dawson, 
who is retiring in two months. There must be a way to 
make those numbers seem less daunting, he suggested to 
CDM Smith.

FinCom Chair is a "(Bleep)" 

Marion Finance Committee

Matters involving money are often tense. Add 
in pressure from an impending municipal budget season 
and consternation over a couple town employee raises 
well above the average 2.5 percent that municipal workers 
usually anticipate, and it might even start resembling the 
early rumblings of a bar brawl. Now you have an idea of 
how the January 15 Marion Finance Committee unfolded. 

It was Town House versus FinCom over two 
Reserve Fund transfer requests and the subject of whether 
the items to be funded - a 5.4 percent raise for the town 
administrator and an 8.8 percent raise for the fire chief - 
needed to be funded that evening. 

Selectman Jon Waterman asked the committee, 
since the employment contracts have been signed with 
both gentlemen, why not approve the Reserve Fund 
transfers now? 

''There's a good reason why not, actually," said 
Finance Committee member Alan Minard. "It ties the 
money up, Jon. In the case of [Town Administrator Paul 
Dawson], it's not going to be necessary." 

Finance Director Judy Mooney disagreed, saying 
that unless the salary increases are funded soon, "I think 
the selectmen are gonna be in a tough situation come 
March." 

Dawson is set to retire as town administrator in 
March of this year. 

"Then do it in March," said Minard. 

"You're gonna have to do it at some point; a 
Reserve Fund transfer has to be made," said Mooney. 
"These are salary things - keep that in mind." 

"The Town's legally bound to pay it," added 
Waterman. 

"And we are gonna pay it," said Minard. "Are we 
gonna run out of money before he retires?" 

This brought the discussion towards talk of 
reactivating the Town's Personnel Committee, a dialog led 
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by Finance Committee Chairman Peter Winters. 

Waterman said what the Town really needs is 
someone part time to handle human resources matters, 
which he added Rochester might be interested in sharing. 

Minard mentioned it should be someone who 
could ''scream bloody murder" at the size of Dawson's 
pay raise. 

Waterman said the raises were negotiated "under 
another Board of Selectmen," later adding, "because they 
were stepping down and they did that." 

Finance Committee member Margie Baldwin said 
the FinCom is trying to "make a statement" by delaying 
the Reserve Fund transfers, "and I think we've made the 
statement and we've been heard." 

Perhaps, Minard added, the committee should 
appear before the selectmen so that statement could be 
broadcasted on television. 

"The Selectboard can give anyone they want a 
raise, but with a personnel committee, we don't end up 
with raises that are off the chart." "Giveaways," he called 
them. 

"Both Paul and Judy are both uncomfortable that 
those transfers haven't been made," Waterman told the 
FinCom. 

"And I say tough," said Minard. "In the case of 
the town administrator, it is not necessary at this point. 
The fire chief, it is." 

Although Fire Chief Brian Jackvony has been

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getting paid his newly negotiated rate, no one could 
verify during the meeting if Dawson had been collecting 
his pay raise. 

When asked what the argument was for not 
issuing the transfer for Dawson's salary increase, Minard 
simply stated, "It's not necessary. It just ties up $8,000 or 
whatever it is." 

The Reserve Fund is there for precisely what is 
stated in its name - for a reserve should unexpected costs 
arise whether in or outside the budget. 

"We almost ran out of money last year," Winters 
said. "We were shuffling at the end." 

The committee took a vote on whether it would 
take a vote that evening to make the transfers. Still 
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following? FinCom member Karen Kevelson wasn't. 

"I'm just confused," said Kevelson after a vote 
that appeared to support taking a vote. 

"That's because we don't have a proper process 
for this," said Baldwin. 

"If you work for a town, you shouldn't expect 
more than a two-and-a-half-percent raise unless there's 
a change in your duties or responsibilities," Winters 
asserted. 

As one of those who "work for a town," Mooney 
didn't like where Winters went in the conversation. 

"You know what, Peter? I do work really hard. 
And when you make those comments, you're making it 
about me, too." 

Mooney kept going. 

"I bust my ass off for this town, and to hear you 
talk like that, you stereotype us all. I bust my butt... and 
you've done pretty well by me." 

Mooney said for two unspecified years she didn't 
get that 2.5 percent raise, "And I never said anything. 

"You know what? I'm taking it personal (sic) 
because I've been here for 15 years and your bond rating 
has gone from a double A to a triple A." 

Baldwin tried to convince Mooney that the 
committee did in fact appreciate Mooney and that she 
should not take any of Winters' comments personally, but 
Mooney had more to say. 

"I know how you guys feel about my raise. I get 
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that you could've negotiated better, but trust me when I 
tell you, you know what? The market out there is pretty 
good," Mooney suggested, "so go ahead and make your 
comments, but you might lose some good people, too." 

Mooney said the Town's undertaking to establish 
a wage classification and updated job descriptions could 
put some perspective on things, and then defended 
Dawson and his role in sitting in on contract negotiations. 

Things settled and the FinCom voted in support 
of the Reserve Fund transfer for the fire chief's pay raise, 
but voted to delay the one for Dawson's. 

After the meeting was adjourned. Winters 
apologized to Mooney and asked her to understand his 
frustration and not to take his comments personally. 

"You're one of the good guys," Winters told her, 
and the group shared a few laughs as the contention 
subsided, concluding with FinCom member Jay Pateakos' 
affable assessment, "Judy, he's just a (bleep)." 

The next meeting of the Marion Finance 
Committee is scheduled for January 29 at 6:00 pm at 
the Atlantis Drive building. Starting in February, the 
committee will begin meeting weekly through budget 
season. 

Old Boy Scout Camp Illegally Cleared 

Rochester Conservation Commission

It was late into a long night of complicated 
cases being heard on January 15 when the members of 
the Rochester Conservation Commission were shown 
photographic evidence of illegal cutting taking place on 
property known as the Old Boy Scout Camp located at 0 
Mary's Pond Road. 

Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon displayed 
photos she recently took at the property. 

"I was notified of cutting taking place at the old 
Boy Scout Camp," she began. She said she contacted 
the owner, Jose Araujo, who confirmed to her that he 
had in fact cut down trees in advance of construction of 
a new single-family house. After receiving permission 
from Araujo to visit the site, she met with the owner's 
representative, Richard Charon of Charon Engineering, on 
January 14 for a site inspection. 

Once at the site, she took photos that showed tree 
clearing within the 100-foot buffer zone and within 25 
feet of the wetlands. As the images were displayed, the 
commissioners had a hard time controlling their horror. 

"It's unfortunate," Farinon sadly declared, 
especially given that the previous owners had given the 
Town the right of first refusal and the commission had 
supported the purchase. Flowever, the price tag put the 
proposed acquisition out of the question. Now the virgin 
woodlands were being cut down without regard for local 
and state regulations, she said. 

Farinon said she had prepared a letter for the 
commission to consider sending to Araujo that confirmed 
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the illegal cutting as a violation of regulations, but the 
commission wanted something more. 

They discussed whether or not they had the 
authority to demand a planting restoration plan with fines 
if not submitted by a requested date or completed within 
a specified timeframe. They also discussed whether or 
not they could mandate erosion control measures now, 
considering that the pond's bank area may have been 
compromised in some areas and stormwater runoff 
becoming problematic. 

Farinon was authorized to discuss the matter with 
town counsel and to prepare to move forward as directed 
by counsel and the commission. 

Earlier in the evening. Bob Rogers of G.A.F. 


Engineering discussed two filings for the same property, 
the former U.S.D.A offices located at 15 Cranberry 
Highway. 

As Rogers explained, the first part of his 
presentation was a request for a Certificate of Compliance 
for work that either took place in the late 1990s, was 
constructed but not to the plan of record, or was never 
constructed at all. 

The property owners, Decas Real Estate Trust, 
are presently planning on selling the property to Schoen 
and Bonnie Morrison who plan on renovating the existing 
structures into a daycare center and event rental space. 
That proposed project was the second application Rogers 
was representing on this night. 
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Rogers explained that the current Order of 
Conditions registered against the deed needed to be 
cleared in order for the sale to be completed in April. 

The commissioners struggled with which should 
go first, the Certificate of Compliance or the Morrisons' 
Notice of Intent filing. Rogers explained that the NOI 
plans would in essence repair and clean up work that was 
improperly done with the original Order of Conditions. 

He launched into a detailed explanation of the stormwater 
drainage plans, a major component of the current state 
of the property being questioned. If the certificate was 
approved, they wondered, and the sale fell through, it 
would leave Decas with a clear deed to move forward to 
another plan. 

In the end both cases were continued until 
February 5. 

Also continued until February 5 were continued 
public hearings for: an Abbreviated Notice of Resource 
Delineation filed by Steve Longo for the installation of a 
solar array located at 75 Vaughan Hill Road necessitated 
by a question of wetlands being missed on the far 
western corner of the property; and a Notice of Intent 
filed by REpurpose Properties for the construction of 22 
duplex units for an age-restricted community located at 
Rounseville Road owned by Gibbs and Patricia Bray The 
continuance was necessary when Commission Chairman 
Michael Conway asked Brian Wallace of J.C. Engineering 
where the discharged water eventually flowed. The filing 
requested upgrades to an existing discharge pipe that 
currently does not provide any water filtration. Conway 
thought that, depending on where the water eventually 
flowed, it might impact which regulatory office was 
responsible for the work. The hearing was continued until 
February 5. 

Related to the REpurpose filing was another 
Notice of Intent filed by Sofia Darras, a third owner of 
the same site. Darras hired G.A.F. Engineering to review 
water calculations and other aspects of the discharge pipe 
upgrades with a plan to install a new drainage system. 
That was continued until February 5. 

Also continued until February 5 was a new 
Notice of Intent filing by T-Mobile for property located 
at 98 Bowen's Lane for the installation of a new back¬ 
up generator. Questions raised by commissioner 
Daniel Gagne as to whether or not the filing contained 
documentation on maintenance and emergency clean up 
procedures prompted Marty Cohen of Network Building 
and Consulting to request the continuance. 

Receiving a Negative determination for a Request 
for Determination of Applicability was Kenneth Viera, 54 
Vaughan Hill Road, for the removal of fallen trees and the 
application of new blue stone on an existing driveway

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

With a tall stack of project folders towering 
before him, Mike King, chairman of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission, made the command decision 
to take public hearings out of order from the agenda in an 
effort to expedite matters before the commission. 

''Looks like we won't be getting home before 9 
tonight," he commented to his fellow commissioners. 

The fact that the Bay Club had some 22 public 
hearings listed certainly made it seem like a late night was 
assured. That was not to be the case. 

At 6:30 pm. King began by hearing from Scott 
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Snow whose Request for Determination of Applicability 
for approval of a wetlands delineation for 6 and 8 
Prospect Road was swiftly granted. 

Then came two Notice of Intent filings 
represented by Robert Field of Field Engineering. Michael 
Smith, 6 Whaler's Way, sought and received conditioning 
for his Notice of Intent filing for the construction of an 
addition to an existing single-family home, and Edwin 
Fernandes' NOI for Brandt Beach Avenue lot 13 for the 
construction of a single-family home got a similarly swift 
approval. 

A Certificate of Completion requested by Kristin 
Demong, 6 Cecilia Avenue, was in the fast lane as well 
and was issued. 
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Then came the Bay Club. 

Jeff Youngquist of Outback Engineering came 
before the commission and together they carefully 
processed the mountain of engineering plans and 
associated paperwork needed to permit the massive 
construction project planned for the Split Rock Lane 
neighborhood inside the Preserve at Bay Club. 

Investors and owners had decided more than 
a year ago to change development plans from single¬ 
family homes to duplexes to meet market needs. It 
was determined that smaller residences were in higher 
demand than multi-bedroom single-family residences. 
This decision required that all the lots be re-engineered 
along with all the footprints for buildings. 

This gave the Conservation Office a bit of a 
headache as lot numbers established no longer aligned 
with the Accessor's Office documentation; they were 
different then those reflected on the new plans. King 
cautioned Youngquist that plans had to reflect the proper 
lot numbers and any approvals received would reflect 
that necessity. 

One by one. Request for Determination of 
Applicability for lots 123 through 139 were discussed. 
King reminded Youngquist that RDAs required clearance 
from the Massachusetts Wildlife National Heritage & 
Endangered Species Program. For those lots pending such 
clearance, a continuation was requested. Others received 
Negative determinations, meaning the work would not 
take place within the wetlands. 

Six Notice of Intent filings were then considered. 
Of this group only one required a continuation as, again, 
it was pending review from Natural Heritage, as well 
as water quality tests that the owner had requested. The 
continued case included lots 132,133,134, and a right-of- 
way. All others received standard and special Orders of 
Conditions. 

To release many of the lots reviewed on this 
night from the original Order of Conditions previously 
requested and received. Certificates of Compliance were 
requested for lots 124 through 132 for work not started. 
Those were swiftly approved. 

The commission's secretary, Teresa Austin, 
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questioned Youngquist on how owners of the duplex 
structures would handle obtaining Certificates of 
Completion when only one Order of Conditions was 
being requested for lots that would eventually have 
two deeds. King said that was out of the commission's 
purview, while Youngquist agreed it could be sticky 

In the middle of Youngquist's public hearings, 
two applicants for cases heard earlier in the evening 
arrived. 

Apparently, the Field Engineering office had 
erroneously advised two clients that their cases were 
to be heard at 7:30 pm versus 6:30 pm. King instructed 
Austin to contact legal counsel for guidance on how to 
proceed saying, "It is incumbent upon us to take in public 
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comment." While Robert Field did represent his clients, 
because the clients were not present for their hearings at 
the proper time, concern over statuary regulations was 
prompted. 

As the meeting drew to a close. King asked 
the commission to vote for the purchase of municipal 
identification badges to be used by commissioners 
when making site visits. He said that there have been 
times when builders questioned his authority to be on a 
construction site and he felt a more official identification 
would assuage concerns versus a baseball cap that 
presently is the sole identification. The commission agreed 
to the estimated $200 expense. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for January 28 at 
6:30 pm in the Town Hall conference room. 


holds on the open land portion of the property. 

The restriction, granted in 1998 during the permit 
phase of the development, was part of the requirement to 
restrict a portion of the premises in order to develop the 
parcel under the Cluster Residential Housing section of 
the zoning bylaws.

Commission Pursues CR Violation at The Cove 

Marion Conservation Commission

After a brief holiday hiatus, the Marion 
Conservation Commission tackled a full agenda on 
January 9, including the sticky issue of a conservation 
restriction (CR) violation at The Cove. 

Vice Chairman Shaun Walsh summarized the 
prior meeting's discussion during which the commission 
gave residents of The Cove time to think about the 
violation of the Conservation Restriction that the town 
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from The Cove for rectifying the issue, noting that the 
commission had been told the fence was erected to shield 
houses from the lights of oncoming cars and unsightly 
automobiles stored on the adjacent property. 

"Vegetation used to provide this function," said 
Walsh. "[Is there an] alternative to the fence more in 
keeping with the purposes of the CR?" 

Kathy Reed, a member of the Board at The Cove, 
questioned the commission on the exact violation. 

"[T]he Open Land shall be retained 
predominantly in its natural, scenic, open space condition, 
for conservation of wildlife habitat and recreational 
purposes, and for the protection of natural habitat 
and environmental systems," Walsh replied, citing the 
language in the CR. He went on to quote the CR at length, 
notably in the prohibited acts section: "The construction 
or placement of ... temporary or permanent structure on, 
above, or under the Premises." 

Reed responded that it was a tough situation, 
having lost "sixty-percent of the vegetation" during a 
storm, and that headlights and unregistered cars had been 


an issue. 


Commission member Cynthia Callow suggested 
The Cove replant trees and take the fence down, while 
Walsh clarified that there was no way to leave the fence 
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in place and the commission was looking for The Cove to 
pursue a natural way to achieve the same goal. 

Reed suggested that this was a subjective 
opinion of the commission and that The Cove had taken 
into consideration the natural scenic beauty of the site, 
keeping the fence the same size and structure as other 
fences on the property Reed also observed that the fence 
was very expensive, to which Walsh replied, "I hate to 
sound unsympathetic, but the cost of [abiding by] the CR 
is not the issue." 

Chairman Jeff Doubrava informed Reed that the 
CR is attached to everyone's deed within The Cove. Walsh 
suggested that Reed may consider speaking with The 
Cove's legal counsel as they develop a proposal for the 
commission; however, he said, "In my opinion, keeping 
that fence in that location is not an option." 

Doubrava added that Reed might also look 
into the exact location of the fence, and determine if by 
moving it slightly, it would be off the CR. Reed said she 
would consult with other members of the Board and 
return to the commission in the coming month. 

Also during the meeting, David Davignon, of 
N. Douglas Schneider & Associates presented to the 
commission three Notices of intent, all of which were 
continued two weeks, pending more information from the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers. 

The first NOI was for the construction of a 
residential pier facility into the waterway of Wings Cove, 
on behalf of E. Byron Hensley Jr. located at 95 Holly 
Road. A boardwalk had been approved by a prior owner, 
and Davignon referred to this project as a re-permitting 
of a prior project. This four-foot wide elevated board 
walk would be shifted to the north of where it had been 
originally proposed, to access deeper water. It will begin 
at an existing deck off the house, slope down to the 
water, crossing 265 feet of bordering vegetated wetland 
and saltmarsh. It will connect with a 101-foot pier, 20- 
foot gangway, and float. Davignon noted that he was 
unclear where the transition from freshwater wetland 
to saltmarsh occurred because of the presence of thick 
phragmites growth. Doubrava remarked that while on the 
commission's site visit, they noticed that the phragmites 
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had been clear-cut and branches trimmed, information 
that clearly surprised Davignon. The applicant has 
applied to the Army Corps and also to the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Protection for a waterways 
license and received comments from the Massachusetts 
Division of Marine Fisheries with some suggestions. 
Davignon also stated that the harbormaster had verbally 
noted that he did not have a problem with the proposal. 
Portions of the boardwalk would be 5 feet above the 
marsh, which would provide the required public access 
across the marsh. 

The second NOI Davignon presented was 
downstream from the prior applicant, located at 51 Holly 
Road, and owned by Paul and Christine Driscoll. This 
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proposed boardwalk would be 145 feet long following 
a historic path to the water. The boardwalk will be 
3 feet and then widen to 4 feet across the water to a 
gangway and float. The application includes cutting 
phragmites. Driscoll commented to the board that he had 
inadvertently cut the invasive vegetation when he first 
purchased the property prior to learning that he needed a 
permit. The applicant will provide stairs on either side of 
the pier to provide public access over the pier to cross the 
marsh. 

Lastly, the Weweantic Realty Trust filed a NOI 
application to repair an existing pier at 312 Delano Road. 
The pier structure is supported with existing boulders and 
corroded steel pilings. Davignon proposed driving two 
sets of piles on the outside of the pier and to remove the 
steel pilings. He also proposed upgrading the planking 
on the deck of the pier in the same footprint of the current 
pier, and proposed no change to the ramp or float. No 
public access is required because this is an old pier and 
the work is considered ''minor project modification". The 
applicant did request a widening of the access to the pier 
to accommodate the removal of the float onto the lawn 
area in the winter. 

In other business, the commission extended the 
permit at 122 Register Road for three years to finalize 
any work not completed at the site and they issued a 
Certificate of Compliance for 41 Dexter Road. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
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Commission is scheduled for January 23 at 7:00 pm in the 
Marion Town House. 


V-Zone Slows Progress of Special Permit 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

The hearing for the revised application before 
the Marion Zoning Board of Appeals from the owners of 
195c Converse Road was not without pushback from an 
abutter and her attorney on January 10. 

Nick Dufresne of Farland Corporation, on behalf 
of Special Permit applicants Margot Mims and Mark Ross, 
reported that the existing cape style home, built in 1945, is 
not compliant with current flood code requirements. The 
home also has a mold problem. 

The proposal is to raze the existing house and 
reconstruct a home that is flood compliant in the same 
location. Dufresne explained that the original home's 
footprint is already developed, the utilities are located 
there, and the location would disturb the fewest trees and 
other vegetation. 

In response to an inquiry from ZBA Chairman 
Marc Leblanc regarding the opinion of Building 
Commissioner Scott Shippey on setback requirements 
for the project, Dufresne said Shippey would approve 
reduced setbacks as long as non-conforming structures in 
the area were similar. 

In a letter to the ZBA dated December 18, 2018, 
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Shippey wrote that while he does not approve a reduced 
front setback, he did concur that Section 230-5.1 of the 
Zoning Bylaw does state that a structure need not be 
set back more than the average of the setbacks of the 
structures within 250 feet on either side of the project. 
Moving the structure back from the front property line, 
Dufresne said, would move it closer to the wetland 
resource area and the velocity zone. 

Board member Tad Wallenhaupt expressed 
incredulity that the applicant was describing the project as 
reconstruction, suggesting that reconstruction would be 
defined as constructing something the same as what once 
existed. 

Dufresne quoted the bylaw as saying 
''reconstruct, alter, or change" the existing structure. 

Wallenhaupt countered, "Change to existing 
structure, not knock down and rebuild!" 

Property owner Mark Ross weighed in, saying, 
"Change to existing structure can't be knock down and 
rebuild? I think it's pretty wide open to interpretation." 

Wallenhaupt continued to question the validity of 
this argument, to which Dufresne acquiesced by saying, "I 
understand, but I would argue that it is a change to what 
was there. This is the avenue we were guided to take by 
the building commissioner." 

At this point. Attorney Mark Deshaies, 
representing Caroline Elkins of 195a Converse Road who 
also attended the meeting, rose to address the board. 
While the application was submitted to the board under 
section 230-6.1 of the Zoning Bylaws, Deshaies submitted 
that this section is superseded by section 230-8.1, which 
established the Flood Hazard District. 

In section 230-8.l.E, which is specific to Marion, 
it states, "There shall be no new residential construction 
of any sort on lots completely within the Marion Velocity 
Zone. The only exceptions are: ... (2) In the case of lots 
created before the date of enactment of this bylaw and 
with areas both in the Velocity Zone and outside the 
Velocity Zone, all structures built after the enactment of 
this bylaw shall be located in the area outside the Velocity 
Zone. If this area is not sufficient to allow for the required 
zoning setbacks, the applicant may apply for a variance to

allow lesser setbacks." 

Deshaies maintained that this project was indeed 
new construction and, if allowed to be built, could 
jeopardize Marion's participation in the National Flood 
Insurance Program. He went on to say that as the board 
considers section 230-6.l.C, the requirement that the 
proposal not be "substantially more detrimental than the 
existing nonconforming structure to the neighborhood" 
would not be met, because of the Flood Hazard overlay 
district. The only place, that the house can be built, 
Deshaies suggested, is westerly of the V-zone. 

Deshaies also drew the board's attention to the 
Planning Board's comments in its letter dated January 8, 
2019, in which it states, "This proposed project can only 
be described as new construction." 

Wallenhaupt suggested that, since this was a 
floodplain issue, this should be in the purview of the 
Conservation Commission. Deshaies reminded the 
board that, while other boards and commissions have 
jurisdiction over this project as well, section 230-8.l.E 
is a zoning bylaw. This section addresses whether 
construction can happen in a velocity or non-velocity area 
and therefore is within the ZBA's purview. 

Dufresne informed the board that the project 
received an Order of Conditions from the Conservation 
Commission. He reiterated that the issue is a zoning issue 
and described the language in the section as "words of 
command", citing the language, "shall be located in the 
area outside the Velocity Zone." Dufresne added that 
Shippey had told him that section 230-8 applied to vacant 
lots. 

Wallenhaupt sought to clarify the role of the 
board, asking Deshaies if the project even qualified under 
section 230-6.1.C. Deshaies stated that first the board must 
address whether the project complies with the floodplain 
overlay district, section 230-8.1. Wallenhaupt continued 
to question the role of the Conservation Commission, 
contending that they signed off on the project occurring in 
a V-zone. 

Deshaies maintained that the Conservation 
Commission had no bearing on this hearing. 

Dufresne informed the board that town counsel 
had given advice to the Conservation Commission 
regarding the issue. Abutter Caroline Elkins spoke to 
this, saying she had attended those meetings as well and 
recalled that town counsel had given advice on wetland 
regulations, not the velocity zone. She also described her 
experience as "humbling," watching the parallel process 
of the town boards and commissions. 

Another abutter to the project, Edward 
Richardson of 195b Converse Road, spoke in support of 
the project. 

The board voted to continue the hearing to 
gather more information and clarification. They then 
went into executive session to discuss the Open Meeting 
Law complaint filed on January 7, 2019, by Peter Douglas 
regarding a meeting on or about December 6, 2018. The 
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board stated that when they returned from the executive 
session, they would be adjourning the meeting. 

The next meeting of the Marion Zoning Board 
of Appeals is scheduled for January 24 at 6:30 pm in the 
Marion Town House. 

Marion Considers March School Break Study 

Marion School Committee

The majority of school districts in the region 
continue the tradition of a school break week in February 
and April, but a discussion on January 9 showed Marion 
School Committee support for a study on the possibility 
of attempting a two-weeklong March break. 

Sippican School Principal Lyn Rivet said the 
Sippican School Council discussed combining the 
February and April breaks into one, given this region's 
propensity for multiple snow storms and blizzards late 
January through early March, resulting in multiple snow 
days and an interruption of full school weeks. 

School Committee member Michelle Smith 
pointed out that having the two breaks is a strong 
tradition in this area and that unless other area school 
districts adopted the March break, certain areas such as 
the sports calendars, for example, would be affected. 

"It would be different from everybody else, said 

Smith. 

"The only way that's going work - on a high 
school level - is if everybody else ... is on a similar 
schedule," said School Committee Chairman Christine 
Marcolini. "It's an interesting concept, but I don't think 
we would be able to do that in isolation." 

"I think parents would be in an uproar; the union 
would be in an uproar," Smith said. 

Superintendent Doug White suggested that the 
Tri-Town school districts would undertake a yearlong 
study first to review and allow a voice to be heard from all 
parties. White said he would gather available information 
from other school districts to ascertain "how it would look 
and feel in the Tri-Town and where the support would 
come for that." 

In other matters relative to the school calendar, 
the committee reviewed the proposed draft for the 2019- 
2020 school year, with White presenting a suggestion 
from the Rochester School Committee on rescheduling 
professional development days from later in the school 
year, instead holding them on January 3 and 4 to allow 
for two full weeks of winter break rather than having 
students return for only a short week on Thursday and 
Friday. 

"It looks good on paper, unless you're a working 
parent," said Marcolini. "That's really long. ... It's an 
interesting idea." 

Marcolini said, after returning back from this 
winter break to a shorter three-day week, "It was kind of 
nice to come back to a short week." Still, Marcolini said 


it was a worthwhile idea that should be presented to the 
meeting of the joint school committees on March 7. 

Also during the meeting, Marcolini said the 
Marion School Budget Subcommittee recently met and 
reviewed a draft 2020 fiscal year budget and would have 
one to present to the Marion School Committee at its next 
meeting. 

The committee welcomed new Business 
Administrator Paul Kitchen to his first School Committee 
meeting since beginning the position on January 7. 

The next meeting of the Marion School 
Committee is scheduled for February 13 at 6:30 pm at 
Sippican School.

"They know they're far from perfect," Old 
Colony coach Matt Trahan said after his team extended 
the winning streak to six games after an 86-56 win over 
Old Colony. "This is not a team that's going to get a big 
head. We have to work every night. And now that we're

Construction Bids Open for Mattapoisett 
$7 Million Shared-Use Path 

The Massachusetts Department of Transportation 
(MassDOT) has announced that D.W. White is the 
apparent low bidder for its upcoming project to build 
a shared-use path in Mattapoisett. The path will 
accommodate bicyclists and pedestrians and will extend 
from 

Mattapoisett Neck Road to Depot Street. This new path 
will be the next phase of the connection that currently 
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exists heading west through Mattapoisett and Fairhaven, 
terminating at the Fairhaven/New Bedford Flarbor. 

Bids from ten contractors for this project were 
opened on Tuesday, January 8, with the lowest bid from 
D.W. White being $6,645,395.44. As per policy, MassDOT 
will now review the bid prior to issuing the Notice to 
Proceed for work. 

"We are pleased to see this multimodal 
infrastructure project continuing to move forward," Said 
Highway Administrator Jonathan Gulliver. "I would like 
to thank the many stakeholders that have transformed 
this idea into a reality, such as the Town of Mattapoisett, 
the local elected officials, and the Mattapoisett Bike 
Path Committee and their Friends Committee. We look

Mr. Gomes 
was a residential group home manager for 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and 
previously worked at the former Paul A. Dever State School in 
Taunton. 

He served in the U.S. Army from 1957 to 1960 
where he honed his love for photography. After his service, 
he worked at Stewart Color Lab from 1960 until he left New 
York, creating images and producing print work that hung in 
subways and mega size billboards throughout New York City. 
During his career, some of his personal photos were submitted 
to Time Magazine. 

A championship powerlifter, Mr. Gomes started 
weightlifting and bodybuilding during his time in the Army. 

At the Flatbush branch YMCA in Brooklyn, New York, he 
developed a program for weightlifting and sponsored weight¬ 
lifting and powerlifting meets. He was a competitive member 
of the Staten Island Weightlifting Club. From 1971 to 1974, 
he was a New York Metropolitan Powerlifting Chairman and 
helped organize powerlifting meets in New York and New 
Jersey. He was also a national powerlifting referee. 

Among his many accomplishments, Mr. Gomes was 
the top-rated powerlifter in 1969 both nationally and world¬ 
wide. He was both junior and senior national record holder 
in the dead lift, the United States record holder in the dead 
lift from 1966 to 1968,1969 “Outstanding Powerlifter” in 
the New York Metropolitan Association, “Powerlifter of the 
Month” by the Powerlifting National Magazine, represented 
the United States in the first national team competition against 
England, and also represented the United States in three world 
powerlifting championships. 

He is survived by his children, Felicia Gomes-Greg- 
ory of Brooklyn, NY, Kelcey Robertson of New Bedford, 
Kendra Gomes of Marion, and Keeland Gomes of Marion; his 
siblings, Robert Gomes of Falmouth, Joseph Gomes of New 
Bedford, Cipriana Gomes and Pedro Gomes both of Water- 
bury, CT, and Maria Santos of Quincy. Also surviving are 
his grandchildren, Danielle Gregory, Gabrielle Gregory and 
Kelcey Robertson, Jr., and many loved nieces and nephews. 

He was predeceased by his siblings, the late Julio Gomes, 
David Gomes, Christina Gomes, and Margaret Gomes.

Since 2015, the Baker-Polito Administration has 
constructed or funded 150 miles of paved trails, adding 
to the current statewide inventory of 565 miles of paved 
trails. Over 30 miles of trails spanning over a dozen 
projects were completed across the Commonwealth in 
2018. 

"I am excited to see the project reach another 
important milestone for a connected bike path through 
Mattapoisett; this next phase of construction is the 
culmination of years of planning work undertaken by 
community members and professionals, many of whom 
have volunteered their time," said Representative Bill 
Straus. "I want to thank Governor Baker for making the 
project a priority, and I want to offer special thanks to all 
of the local advocates and members of town meeting who 
continue to support the path." 

In 2017, Governor Baker established an 
Interagency Trails Team, which is led by the Governor's 
office and is comprised of staff from the Massachusetts 
Department of Transportation (MassDOT), the Executive 
Office of Energy and Environmental Affairs, and the 
Department of Conservation and Recreation (DCR). 

The purpose of the team is to help develop a unified 
vision for a trails network and translate that into 
strategic investments, policy innovation to facilitate the 
development of trails, and an enhanced relationship with 
municipal partners. 

The Baker-Polito Administration, in fall 2018, 
also announced the MassTrails Program, an interagency 
initiative that will provide funding and resources to 
municipal and public entities in order to expand and 
connect networks of off-road, shared-use pathways, and 
recreational trails for all users across Massachusetts. 

The MassTrails Program will provide a total of 
approximately $5 million in matching grants through 
the first round of funding in Fiscal Year 2020 and 
will also offer technical assistance and resources to 
individuals, municipalities, non-profits, and other public 
entities to design, construct, and maintain high-quality 
Massachusetts trails.

The Man Who Killed Hitler and Then the Bigfoot. 
Starring Sam Elliott and Aidan Turner. Directed by 
Robert D. Krzykowski. Running time: 98 minutes. 
In select theaters and streaming services starting 
February 8. 

"It's the Bigfoot, Ed. They want me to kill 
it." That's ol' Calvin Barr (Sam Elliott) talking to 
his brother (Larry Miller) over a cup of powdered 
cocoa and mini-marshmallows. Some forty-odd 
years prior, Calvin also pulled the trigger on Hitler 
himself, hence the title The Man Who Killed Hitler 
and Then the Bigfoot. Like Bubba Ho-Tep, that title 
promises something different from what the movie 
delivers. A feature debut by Robert D. Krzykowski 
(who co-produced Lucky McKee's The Woman), 

Hitler/Bigfoot has unexpected pathos and gravitas, 
and the titular killings are anti-climactic, almost 
beside the point. Calvin lost what was really 
important in the war — his innocence (a killer is 
something you can never un-become) and the love 
of his life. 

Why did Calvin never track down his 
stateside sweetie, schoolteacher Maxine (Caitlin 
FitzGerald)? Probably because he felt stained by 
killing a man, even if that man was Hitler. As 
Calvin explains to the two government suits who 
recruit him to deal with Bigfoot, killing Hitler didn't 
matter because his words survived him; like the 
deadly virus that the Bigfoot carries (which is why 
it urgently needs killing). Hitler's hateful ideas 
radiated outward from his corpse and infected 
millions. Hitler and the Bigfoot both turn out to be 
smaller and less impressive in the flesh, and more 
easily killable. Killing them doesn't make Calvin any 
happier or even more heroic. As he says, he just did 
what he was told. 

That Hitler/Bigfoot is more subdued, 
humanistic and poignant than the title indicates 
doesn't mean it's a cult classic like Bubba Ho-Tep, 
though. It's a little underdone, with an elaborate 
flashback structure that sometimes confuses us — 




we're watching Calvin (played as a young man by 
Aidan Turner) during the war, then as a nail-tough 
codger in the '80s, then as a young man again 
before heading off to war. I suppose this structure 
is justified by being a tall tale about a man looking 
back on an eventful life. Krzykowski, though, 
either neglects or forgets about narrative beats 
we're expecting. What happened to Maxine? Why 
does Calvin fake his own death if he's just going 
to be seen publicly with Ed later on? And what's 
that in his shoe that bothers him for the whole 
movie? A tracking device, Tm guessing — how the 
government keeps tabs on him. (It's also implied 
there's a painting in his parlor that's bugged.) But 
Krzykowski has Calvin dump it out of his shoe in a 
medium shot, and we never get a good close look at 
the thing. For all we know, it's the ring he never got 
a chance to give Maxine. 

Still, if you enjoy Sam Elliott and his rich 
baritone, there are worse ways to spend your 
evening. Calvin is the sort of flawlessly ethical 
American who finds a $100 scratch ticket on the 
sidewalk but refuses to collect the winnings himself; 
who lives modestly with his trusty oT dawg and kills 
brain cells at a bar, saying he's thinking about giving 
up the booze but knowing he won't. Elliott puts all 
of this across effortlessly — he's an iconic presence 
playing an iconic man who would rather just be 
obscure. "This is not the comic-book story you want 
it to be," he tells the somewhat starry-eyed younger 
agents who pull him back in. The unemphatic 
directorial style promises that much, but it's Elliott 
— his sad, measured voice the sound of a bruised 
soul who has seen more blood than you — who 
really delivers on the promise.
